Remarks/Arguments 

Claims 1-10 and 24-34 are subject to a restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. 
121 . Claims 19-23 were previously cancelled, without prejudice, for being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. Claim 1 1 was previously withdrawn for being drawn to a non- 
elected species, until a generic or linking claim (e.g., at least Claims 1 and 6 ) is 
allowed. Claims 12-18 were previously withdrawn, with traverse. 

The ETcaminer contended that the amendments to the claims and the added 
new claims in Applicant's Response/Amendment dated Mar. 1 1, 2005 necessi]tated a 
further restriction. The Examiner's restriction is directed to Inventions: 

1. Claims 1-10, drawn to a dual-puipose sensor, classified in class 324^ 
subclass 1 17R; and 

n. Claims 24-34, drawn to dual-purpose sensor, classified in class 324, 
subclass 117IL 

The Examiner contended that the inventions n and I are distinct, each from the 
other, as related combination and subcombination and therefore, the inventions have 
acquired a separate status in the art» such that the restriction for examination purposes 
is rendered proper. 

.^yplicant respectfully reminds the Examiner that in making the restriction 
requirement betwe^ the identified groups, the Examiner is acknowledging that each 
identified group is patentable over the oth^. This is so because for any restriction, 
MPEP 802.01 requires that each of the subjects of the restriction must be 
"PATENTABLE (novel and unobvious) OVER EACH OTHER (though they may 
each be unpatentable because of the prior art)**. 

Applicant hereby elects, without traverse. Invention I, exemplified by Claims 
1-10, drawn to a dual-purpose sensor, classified in class 324, subclass 1 17R, vnth the 
understanding that Claim 1 1 is a member of Invention I but is withdrawn ibr being 
directed to a non-elected species imtil a generic or linking claim is found allowable.
